Levi Hilligoss. 88 Years Old, is Here 


For the Fair. 


In a letter from Prof. A. F. Stew­ 
art, who was called to Los Angeles, 
Cal., one week ago last Sunday night 
on account of a serious accident to 
his wife, to his father, William A. 
Stewart of North Morgan street, is 
related the narrow escape which Mrs. 
Stewart had from a liomble death. 
Mrs. Stewart has been visiting in 
the West this summer while her hus­ 
band was spending his vacation here 
with his parents. One week ago last 
Saturday she went up to Lon Angeles 
to spend a few day s with Mr. and 
Mrs. Logan, who formerly lived in 
this county . 
She also had on her 
person the address of another family 
in the city 
whom she 
intended to 
visit. 
In alighting 
from the car 
Mrs. 
Stewart was thrown to the ground 
when the car started too soon and 
-uffered a bad cut at the base of her 
brain and also several bruises. 
She 
was rendered 
unconscious 
by the 
fall and was picked' up by an un­ 
known party . 
She was 
thrown in 
the muddy 
street, was covered with dirt and pre­ 
sented a deplorable appearance. She 
was taken to a 
county institution 
where she was left in the c<y idition 
in which she was found until Sunday 
evening. 
She was taken to the home, placed 
on a bed and 
allowed to lie 
there 
without any care or any thing to eat 
for forty -eight hours. 
During her 
stay there she was partially uncon­ 
scious most of the time and scarcely 
knew what was happening. She was 
searched and twenty dollars in mon­ 
ey was taken from her person. 
An 
effort was finally made by the auth­ 
orities to learn her identity . 
They 
found two addresses on her, one of 
Mr. Logan and the other of a friend, 
whom she had met about seven y ears 
ago and had not seen since, but upon 
whom she intended to call during her 
stay in Ihe city . 
An effort was made to locate the 
Logans, but it was found that they 
were out of the city . The other par­ 
ty , whose address she had, was called 
and asked if he knew the woman. He j 
did not know who the woman could 
be, but called at the institution Sun- | 
day « ¡veiling to identify her if pos- s 
sible. 
After close ex amination he recog­ 
nized her as Mrs. A. F. Stewart, j 
whom he and his wife had met seven 
y ears before, and Jie immediately had 
her removed to a hospital and called 
his phy sician to wait on her. 
She 
was fast sinking away for tlie lack of 
treatment, as 
she had 
.just 
been 
thrown on the bed and had not even 
had the dirt washed from her body , 
and the wound in back of her head, 
which was later found to be a slight 
fracture of the skull. 
Mrs. Stewart is now able to sit up 
and it is thought that she will com­ 
pletely recover. 
She feels that she 
v» wes her life to the friend, whom she 
had met seven y ears before. It is her 
honest conviction that she would 
have been allowed to lie there in the 
condition in which she was taken 
from the street and probably would 
have died there and been buried in an 
unknown grave had she not happened 
to have the addresses on her person. 
Prof. and Mrs. A. F. Stewart for­ 
merly resided here, where he was em­ 
ploy ed as 
instructor in ^he high 
school for a number of y ears. Two

practice o f th e brewing co h ipanies and 
wh o lesale liquo r dealers selling direct 
to co nsumers, and will serio usly inter­ 
fere with th e co ntinuance o f th e nu­ 
mero us so cial clubs wh ich are being 
fo rmed in “dry ” co unties to enable 
th e members to h ave liquo r at a co m­ 
mo n drinking place. Th e case was ap­ 
pealed by Skelto n fro m th e Putnam 
circuit co urt wh en th at co urt h eld th at 
an agency license issued to th e Terre 
Haute Brewing co mpany by th e to wn 
bo ard o f Greencastle was no t sufficient 
to enable Skeko n, its lccal agent, to 
sell beer to co nsumers after th e co un­ 
ty h ad vo ted “dry .”

The opinion of J udges Grosscupand 
Kohlsaat (J udge Baker dissenting ), if 
sustained by the supreme court of the 
United States, wnll g reatly curtail the 
power of the commission over trans­ 
portation rates restricting it to a sort 
of police court adjudication of specific 
cases cf alleged discrimination. 
The 
rate-making 
power 
remains 
in 
the 
hands of the railroads. 
The 
Missouri 
river 
cities 
which 
would have profited had the commis­ 
sion’s order been allowed to go into 
effect, benefit by the court’s ruling in 
the Denver rate case. 
In the latter 
a temporary restraining qrder was is­ 
sued. 
This case and the Missouri river 
case are similar in principle, the for­ 
mer concerning the com m ission’s or 
der of a new and reduced through 
rate between Chicago and St. Louis to 
Denver. 
The com m ission’s order of 
J une 24, 1908 reduced the rate on first 
class freight from the seaboard (east 
cf Buffalo, Pittsburg and Parkersburg) 
to Missouri river points from $1.48 to 
$1.39. 
This order was issued upon 
representation of the Missouri river 
interests, manufacturers and jobbers 
chiefly, that the seaboard rate of $1.15 
to Minneapolis and St. Paul was 
a dis­ 
crimination against them, inasmuch as 
the twin cities, using the cheaper 
w ater rate of the M ississippi boats 
were able to undersell them in their 
own territory on articles coming orig 
inally from the seaboard. 
The sea 
board shipper shared in the profit seen 
in the commission's Srder 6ver his 
competitors in central traffic territory 
who would not share in the reduced 
rate. 
According to aroused sentim ent in 
Chicago, Milwaukee, Detroit, St. Louis 
and other central traffic cities, the or 
der was a rank discrimination ealeu 
lated to ruin their industries. 
They 
were not aroused, however, by the 
Denver case. 
This case was the Mis­ 
souri river case over again, save that 
central 
traffic 
points 
and 
Denver 
would reap the benefit of a 23-cent re­ 
duction in the through rate which (he 
Missouri river points would not enjoy. 
Missouri river interests were to be 
protected ag ainst the middle west, and 
Denver ag ainst the Missouri 
river. 
The seaboard had an advantage in 
both rates. 
In their opinion, J udges Grosscup 
and Kohlsaat held that congress in 
creating the interstate commerce act 
had not intended to place a power in 
the hands of a few men to build up 
one community, or ruin another. They 
held that in ordering the through rates 
at issue the commission had greatly 
exceeded its powers.
